Instead of being held up and killed 
by highwaymen in front of. 202 Court- 
land street Sunday morning at 1 o'clock, 
as was first supposed, detectives were 
informed Sunday that Eugene Gaines, 
32-year-old resident of 80 McDaniel 
street, was one of the three men who 
attempted to hold up and rob Charlie 
Vismore, resident of 226 Courtland 
street. Vismore reported to police head- 
quarters Sunday that he had been held 
up by three men and that he had shot 
one of them. . 

Vismore, who is proprietor of the 
Ivy Soda company, told detectives, they 
state, that he wae on his way homeé 
shortly before 1 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing when he was accosted by three 
white men. , 

He claims that they told him to hold 
up his hands, and that when he refused 
to so, pulling a revolver instead, a pis- 
tol duel followed, in which one of them 
was -shot. 


BROTHER 
ARRESTED. 


Frank Gaines, brothec of Eugene 
Gaines, was arrested by City Detectives 
Starnes and Campbell Sunday morning. 
He is being held at police headquarters 
under the blanket charge of “suspicion” 
until the officers can iocate the third 
man who was said to. have been with 
the three highwaymen. 

Mrs. Bugene Gaines, wifé of the dead 
man, told a Constitution reporter about 
her husband and their lives during the 
past six years Sunday afternoon, 

She stated that since she had known 
Eugene Gaines he had been wild, and 
that she was confident he and his broth- 
er Frank had been highwaymen ever 
since she first met him. | 

“Mr. Gaines’'and myself have been 
separated since March 5,” said Mrs. 
Gaines. “The reason we separated was 
that he left Atlanta, going to Knoxville, 
where he pulled off some crooked work. 
I heard about it, and I know that he 
has often broken the law since I have 
been married to him. 


FATHER IN 
PENITENTIARY. 


“We were married six years ago.. I 
have a little girl, Pauline, who is five 
years old. Her father was in the peni- 
tentiary when she was born and has 
been first in and out of trouble al! of 
the time. 

“His brother, Frank, was with him 
all the time, and there was another 
man, although I don’t know who he 
was. 

“My husband had a picture of him- 
self at home, but just before this hap- 
pened, he took the picture away. Stole 
it I think, knowing that something 

‘like this was coming up.”

Report From Ambassador 
Gerard Forecasting the 
Character of the German 
Reply. Expected Hourly by 
Washington. 


. GERMAN REPLY EXPECTED 


TO DEAL WITH PRINCIPLES 


Rather Than Specific Cases 
of Illegal Attacks by Sub- 
marines — Believed Ger- 
many May Offer to Use 


Submarines Only as 
Cruisers. 


Washington, April $0.—Secretary 


Lansing said tonight he had no new 
dispatches from Germany bearing on 
the submarine situation, and that Am- 
bassador Gerard had not reported on 
his conference with Emperor William. 
A report from Mr. Gerard is expected 
hourly and officials think it probably 
will forecast the German reply. 

Information received tonight from 
German sources is to the effect that 
the Berlin government has considered 
replying to the American demand for 
the immediate abandonment of present 
methods of submarine warfare with an 
offer to have its submarines operate, 
at least temporarily, only ‘as cruisers 
against enemy merchant ships. Ger- 
man officials are said to have express- 
ed themselves as being favorable to- 
ward the plan. The state department 
so far as is Known, has no infermation 
on the subject. 

If the German reply has been draft- 
ed, official information on the subject 
is jacking. That a note will be sent 
by Berlin in preférence to instructions 
to Count von. Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, is considered in German 
quarters to be certain. It is certain 
that the latter method of procedure at 
one time was considered, by the Ger- 
man government. The idea was said to 
have been abandoned, however, be- 
cause German officials im Berlin felt 
a note would georve all purposes more 
completely. 

Germany May Qualify. 

The American note calls upon Ger- 
many to immediately “declare and ef- 
fect” an abandonment of existing sub- 
marine practices. In German quar- 
ters it is intimated that it is quite pos- 
sible the Berlin government formally 
will so “declare and effect” and qualify 
the action with a statement that the 
declaration is to remain in effect pend- 
ing final agreement over the princi- 
ples involved. There is no indication 
whether such action would meet with 
the approval of the United States. 

It was intimated at the state depart- 
ment soon after the American note was 
dispatched, however, that the United 
States might consent to further nego- 
tiations on the subject in the event of 
Germany declaring and effecting what 
the United States demands. It was 
made clear, however, that the demands 
would have to be acceded to first. 

According to the advices from Ger- 
man sources, Berlin’s reply is expected 
to deal with broad principles rather 
than specific cases of illegal attacks by 
German submarines. The specific cases, 
it is said, will be taken up later should

‘Last night messengers were sent 
out from the rebel leaders in Dublin 
to the rebel bodies in Galway, Clare, 
Wexford, Louth and Dublin counties 
ordering them to surrender, and priests 
and the Royal Irish constabulary are 
doing their utmost to disseminate this 
information, 

“As regards the situation in Dublin, 
rebels from the areas of Sackville 
street, the postoffice and the Four 
Courts ate surrendering freely. More 
incendiary fires took place in Sackville 
street last night, but the fire brigade 
ig now able to resume work. 

“It is further reported that up to the 
present 707 prisoners have been taken. 
Included among these is the Countess 
Markievicz. 

Truce at Enniscorthy. 

“The rebels at Enniscorthy are re- 
ported to be etill in possession of this 
place, and a mixed column of cavalry, 
infantry and artillery, including 4.7 
guns, has ‘been sent from Wexford with 
a View to engaging the rebels. The 
latest information from Enniscorthy 
shows that the rebel leader at this 
place does not believe the rebel leader's 
message from Dublin, and has proceed- 
ed to that city in a motor car under 
escort to verify the information. in 
the meantime a truce exists. 

“A deputation for a similar purpose 
from the rebels at Ashbourne (County 
Meath) has also been sent to Dublin. 
At Galway the rebels are believed to be 
disbanding, and few arrests have been 
made. 

“At New Ross Gorey, Wicklow, 
Bagenalstown and Arklow the situation 
is reported normal, Carlow and Dun- 
lavin are believed to be quiet.” 


The Countess Has a Record. 


The Countess of Markievicz was a 
prominent figure in the street car riots 
in 1913 led by James Larkin. For a 
number of years she has been an ar- 
dent militant socialist and Sinn Feiner. 

Early in the present year the home 
of the countess in Dublin was raided 
by the police and a printing outfit 
with which it was alleged pro-German 
literature was being printed was seized. 
Some reports had it that arms also 
had been found in the home of the 
countess and that letters seized during 
the raid led to the discovery of an 
arsenal of the Sinn Feiners. 

The countess is a sister of Sir Joss- 
lyn Booth, a land owner of Salford, 
Manchester. Her husband is a Polish 
artist. Dispatches last week said that 
at the outbreak of the Sinn Feiners, 
the countess, dressed in a volunteer 
uniform, was a prominent figure among 
the rebel element. According to an 
Irishman who arrived in London and 
who witnessed the disturbances of the 
first two days, in the effort to capture 
Dublin castle, the countess shot 4nd 
killed a guard in front of the castle. 


DUBLIN SITUATION 
GREATLY IMPROVED. 


London, .April 30.—‘The situation in 
Dublin has considerably improved this 
morning, but the rebels still were of- 
fering resistance in the neighborhood 
of Sackville street,’’ says a statement 
issued by Field Marshall Viscount 
French at 11:30 o'clock last night. 

“The cordon of troops encircling this 
quarter, however, ‘was steadily closing 
in, but hotdse to house fighting neces- 
sarily rendered progress .slow. The 
postoffice and the block of buildings 
east of Sackville street have been de- 
stroyed by fire. A party of rebels has 
been driven out of Boland’s Mills in 
Rang’s End by guns mounted on motor 
lorties. One of the rebel leaders, a 
man named Pearse, is reported wound- 
ed in the leg. A report received this 
evening stated that Pearse has sur- 
rendered unconditionally, and that he 
asserted he had been authorized to ac- 
cept the same terms of surrender for 
his followers in Dublin. Another lead- 
er, James Connolly, has been reported 


killed. ae 

“The Four Courts gistrict, which still 
is held by rebels, is also surrounded 
by a cordon of police which gradually 
is closing in. All information points 
to the conclusion that the rebellion 
in Dublin is on the verge of collapse. 
A considerable number of rebels are 
prisoners in military custody. 

“Reports this midrnes | from the rest 
of Ireland are generally satisfactory. 
The conditions at Belfast and Ulster 
are normal and the situation at Lon- 
donderry is stated to be quite satis- 
factory. The district within 15 ‘miles 
of Galway also is reported normal, 
but rebel bands have been located be- 
tween Athenry and Craunhwell. Nine- 
teen rebel prisoners have been captured 
and sent to Queenstown. Another band 
of rebels is reported entrenched at 
Enniscorthy, but the police still are 
holding out and roads and railways are 
clear to within four miles of the town. 
The damage done to Barrow bridge on 
the Dublin and Southeastern railway is 
not serious.” 


SINN FEINERS 
ISSUE A PAPER. 


London, April 30.—A Dublin dispatch 
to the press association, dated Satur- 
day, says that the Sinn Feiners are 
issuing a newspaper describing the 
progress of the revolt and containing 
“army orders” signed by General Con- 
nolly. It is supposed that the newspa- 
per is being printed in The Freeman's 
office, which is in rebel possession. 

The dispatch adds it is feared that 
the operation in clearing Sackville 
street of the rebels entailed consider- 
able loss of life. Virtually all the 
buildings in Sackville street, from 
Henry street to Eden Quay, have been 
partly destroyed. 


REBELS MURDER 
POLICE CONSTABLE. 


London, April 30.—-A police constable, 
Charles Magee, carrying dispatches in 
the Dundalk district, county Louth, 
Sunday afternoon, was stopped Dy arm- 
ed rebels, who took the dispatches 
from him, placed him against a hedge 
and shot him to death. 

This was disclosed in the evidence 
given at the inquest held in the county 
Louth infirmary. The inquest was then 
adjourned for a week at the request 


“of the crown. 


REBEL CONNOLLY 
SHOT IN. THIGH. 


London, April 30.—The bullet which 
struck James Connolly, one of the reb- 
el leaders, passed through a thig 
hone and broke it, says a telegram to 
the Central News from Dublin.

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CALL TO THEIRISH 


BY REBEL LEADERS 


Text of Proclamation at 
Outbreak of Revolt—Sup- 
port of Irish-Americans 
and Germany Claimed. 


London, April 30.—The proclamation 
issued by the insurgents at Dublin at 
the outbreak of the revolt reads as 
follows: 

“The provisional government of the 
Irish republic to the people of Ire- 
land: 

“Irish men and Irish women, in the 
name of God and of the dead genera- 
tions from which you received the old 
traditions of nationhood, Ireland, 
through us, summons her children to 
her flag and strikes for her freedom, 
having organized and trained her man- 
hood through her secret revolutionary 
organization, the Irish republican 
brotherhood, and through hér open 
military organization, the Irish volun- 
teers and the Irish citizen army. 

Supported by Irish-Americans, 

“Maving patiently perfected their 
discipline and resolutely waited for the 
right moment to reveal itself, she now 
seizes that moment and, supported by 
her exiled children in America and by 
her gallant allies in Burope, but rely- 
ing on her own strength, she strikes 
in full confidence of victory. 

“We declare the right of the people 
of Ireland to the ownership of Ireland 
and to unfettered control of Irish 
destinies, to be sovereign and indefeas- 
ible. Long usurpation of that right by 
a foreign people and government has 
not extinguished that right, nor can 
it ever be extinguished except by the 
destruction of the Irish people. 

“In every generation the Irish peo- 
ple have asserted their right to na- 
tional freedom and sovereignty. Six 
times during the vast three hundred 
years they have asserted it in arms. 
Standing on that fundamental right and 
again asserting it in arms in the face 
ot the world, we hereby proclaim the 
frish republic as a sovereign inde- 


pendent state ang we pledge our lives 


and the lives of our comrades in arms 
to the cause of its freedom, its ‘wel- 
fare and its exaltation among nations. 


Call to All the Irish. 


“The Irish republic is entitled to and 
hereby .claim the allegiance of every 
Irish man and Irish woman.’ The re- 
public guarantees religious and civil 
liberty, equal rights and equal oppor- 
tunities to all its citizens, and declares 
its resolve to pursue the happiness and 
prosperity of the whole nation and of 
all its parts, cherishing all the chil- 
dren of the nation equally and obliv- 
ious of the differences carefully fos- 
tered by an alien government which 
have divided the minority from the ma- 
jority in the past. 

“Until our arms have brought the op- 
portune moment for the establishment 
of a permanent national government 
representative of the whole people of 
Ireland and elected by the suffrages 
of all her men and women, the pro- 
Visional government hereby constituted 
will administer the civil and military 
affairs of the republic in trust of the 


. people, 


“We place the cause of the Irish re- 
public under the protection of the most 
high God, whose blessing we invoke 
upon our arms, and we pray that nc 
one who serves that cause will dishon- 
or it by cowardice, inhumanity or ra- 
pine. In this supreme hour the Irish 
mation must by its valor and disciplin« 
and by the readiness of its children to 
sacrifice themselves for the common 
good, prove itself worthy of the au- 
gust destiny to which it is called.

New York, April 30.—Severa l ~ 
sand men and women of Irish Pa gt 
sympathies who attended masg meet- 
ings here tonight under the auspices 
of the United Irish societies assed 
resolutions of sympathy for the Dublin 
revolutionists and aenes Germany 
for extending to Ireland as far as the 
present military, situation 
the same kind of aid as 
the infant American republic by 
Yrance.” :

“to join the friends of Irish freedom 
as the only practical means of express- 
ing their sympathy and support for the 
struggle of freedom in the old land. 
If we in America act and work as the 
emergency demands, that struggle, ‘no 
matter what its. vicissitudes in the im- 
mediate future may be, can have only 
one ending—the writing of Robert Em- 
met’s epitaph and Ireland’s taking her 
place among the nations of the earth.” 

An appeal was made to “the generous, 
broad-minded and hiberty-loving Ameri- 
can people to give Ireland their active 
sympathy and moral support, and their 
strong condemnation of the ruthless 
reign of terrorism and massacre which 
England‘has already announced her de- 
termination to enforce in that country.” 

It was asserted that Ireland's inde- 
pendence was necessary to secure the 
freedom of the seas for the peacefai] 
commerce of the world.

ORGANIZED LABOR 
GAINING GROUND 


Received More in Year End- 
ing May 1 in Increased 
Wages and Shortening of 
Hours Than Ever Before. 


Washington, April 30.—Organized la- 
bor received more in the year ending 
May 1 in increased wages, shortening 
of hours and legislation than ever be- 
fore in its history, according to officials 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
Wage advances were general the coun- 
tfy over in virtually every line of in- 
dustry, and laws benefiting labor were 
put on the statute books of every state 
in the union except five. 

Wage increases were greatest in the 

metal trades, many of which were stim- 
ulated by war orders. Cotton manufac- 
turing was the only main industry 
which did not grant substantial in- 
creases. The metal trades, too, claimed 
the greatest number of strikes during 
the year, though many plants increased 
the pay of their men and cut working 
hours voluntarily. 
* One benefit brought by the industrial 
revival which labor officials consider 
as important as increases in wages was 
the effect on unemployment, which has 
disappeared within the past year. Sta- 
tistics just completed by the depart- 
ment of labor show that men of all 
trades have been called in to work. 
Iron and steel mills have on their pay- 
rolls now 86 per cent more men than 
were employed a year ago, and the car 
building and repairing industry has in- 
creased its forces by about the same 
percentage. Manufacturers of boots 
and shoes are employing 20 per cent 
more men than this time last year. 

Wage increases during the year have 
ranged from 6 to 15 per cent. No sta- 
tistics have been compiled by either the 
department of labor or the American 
Federation of Labor, but reports com- 
ing in to both tell of what is being ac- 
complished in manufacturing plants in 
all parts of the country. 

1,500 Strikes in 1915. 

The department of labor puts the 
country’s 19165 strikes at 1,500, about 
300 more than the year before. About 
two-thirds of them were for wage in- 
creases or decreased working hours, 
and most of them were successful. Mu- 
nitions strikes starting in the summer 
of 1915 attracted much attention. Most 
ofthem were forshorter hours without 
pay increases. Shorter hours generally 
were obtained by the munitions work- 
ers, but where wage increases were 
asked the workers seldom got as much 
as they asked for. 

Strikes in the clothing industry in 
eastern cities involved a number of 
strikes, but their duration was compar- 
atively short. A middle western cloth- 
ing strike in Chicago, however, lasted 
for three months, and invelved from 
6,000 to 25,000 workers. Other strikes 
of importance during the year included 
the building trades strike in Chicago, 
which halted building in that city for 
a time; the oil and chemical strikes of 
Elizabeth, N. J., and neighboring cities 
and the Chicago street car strike. The 
eastern Ohio coal strike was settled 
just a year ago. 

The causes of strikes and lockouts 
were numerous. In a total of 1,200 
strikes, three hundred were for wage 
increases, 133 four a shorter working 
day, 90 because of wage cuts, 60 be- 
cause of discharge of union men, 40 
because of employment of non-union 
men and 20 for open or closed shop. 

The most significant feature of the 
year’s labor legislation is given by 
labor leaders as enactment of work- 
men’s compensation laws. The growth 
of the industrial commission plan is 
considered of great importance also. 
This plan unites in one authority the 
administration of workmen’s compen- 
sation, factory inspection and other 
labor laws. It was adopted during the 
year by Colorado, Indiana, Montana, 
Nevada and New York. 

Unemployment Problem, 

Unemployment received the attention 
of a number of legislatures. Illinois 
established a commission on unemploy- 
ment; California and Nevada investi- 
gated unemployment conditions and 
Idaho provided emergency employment 
through county boards. 

Public employment offices were es- 
tablished by California, Idaho, Iowa, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. Illi- 
nois, Michigan and Oklahoma axtend- 
ed their public employment systems. 


Seven states provided for licensing and 


supervising private employment offices. 

Laws relating to the employment of 
women and children were passed by 
a number of states. Arkansas and 
Kansas enacted minimum wage laws 
and California, Massachusetts and 
Washington amended minimum wage 
laws already in force. Eleven states 
now have minimum wage legislation. 
Arkansas and Pennsylvania passed 
child labor legislation during the year. 

In the field of safety provision the 
most detailed enactments were those 
formulated by the industrial commis- 
sion of Wisconsin and the industrial 
poards of New York and Pennsylvania. 
The seamen’s act, the Alaska and Ari- 
vona old age pension laws and Cali- 
fornia’s appointment of a commission 
to report on social insurance were 
other important! enactments. 


REIMER IS NOMINATED 
BY SOCIALIST LABORITES 


New York, April °0.—Arthur E. Rei- 
mer, of Boston, Mass., was nominated 
for president of the United States, and 
Caleb Harrison, of Chicago, lll., was 
nominated for vice president by the 
socialist labor party in convention here 
tonight. 

A resolution was passed urging em- 
ployees to organize industrially “on 
the principles of the workers of the 
International Industrial Union, and do 
all in their power to show the fallacy 
of craft unionism as exemplified by 
the American Federation of Labor,” 
which was characterized as “a mere 
watch-your-job-and-boost-your-pay or- 
ganization.” 

A platform was adopted asserting 
that the present system of “economic 
inequality” is destructive to the life, 
liberty and happiness of the working 
classes and declaring that the means of 
production “must be owned, operated 
and controlled by the people in com- 
mon.” 

The platform declarations were, ,in 
part, as follows: 

“We hold that the existing contra- 
diction between social production and 
capitalist appropriation—the latter re- 
sulting from the private ownership of 
the natural and social opportunities— 
divides the people into two classes, the 
capitalist class and the working class, 
throws society into convulsions of the 
class struggle and perverts government 
in the interests of the capitalist class. 

“This labor is robbed of the wealth 
it alone produces, is denied the means 
of self-employment, and by compul- 
sory idleness in wage-slavery, is even 
deprived of the necessaries of life, 

“In place of such a system, the. so- 
cialist labor party aims to substitute 
a system of social ownership of the 
means of production, industrially admin- 
istered by the working’ class—the 
workers to assume control and direc- 
tion as well as operation of their in- 
dustrial affairs. 

“This solution of necessity requires 
the organization of the working class 
as a class upon revolutionary political 
and industrial lines. 

“We, therefore, call wpon the wage 
workers to organize themselves into a 
revolutionary political organization 
under the banner of the socialist labor 


party and to organize themselves like-.| q 


wise upon the industrial field into a 
revolutionary industrial union in keep- 
ing with their political aims.” * 


FRENCH DRIVING 
AT GERMAN LINES 
IN VERDUN REGION 


German Trench Is Taken 
and Prisoners Are Cap- 
tured in the Vicinity of 
Dead Man’s Hill. 


London, April 30.—The French and 
Germans on several sectors to the 
northeast of Verdun have been engaged 
in relatively heavy infantry fighting, 
with the results evidently in favor of 
the French. To the north of Le Mort 
Homme the French seized a German 
trench and captured fifty-three prison- 
ers, and to the north of Cumieres made 
a still further gain, in which thirty 
prisoners were taken. Berlin says that 
strong French attacks from Le Mort 
Homme‘*to the northern part of the 
Caurettes wood were repulsed. 

On the remainder of the front except 
for small infantry attacks, notably in 


the Vosges mountains and in the region 
of Lassigny, bombardments alone have 
been in progress. : 

In fights in the air the French claim 

that their aviators have brought down 
four. Fokkers and four other German 
aeroplanes, while Berlin says that in a 
fight over Verdun a French machine 
was shot down. 
- Except for an Austrian attack on the 
Col di Lana, which the Italians repulsed, 
only bombardments have taken place 
on the Austro-Italian line. 

In the region south of Lake Narogz a 
further success for the German arms 
against the Russians in the capture of 
four guns, one machine gun and eighty- 
three prisoners is reported by Berlin. 
Petrograd says the fighting in this 
region has diminished in intensity. On 
the remainder of the northern Russian 
line there have been only artillery bom- 
bardments. ‘a 

North of Mouravitz, in the Ikwa river 
region, the Austrians forced the Rus- 
sians out of a trench, but later the 
Russians, in a counter attack, in which 
they inflicted heavy casualties, recap- 
tured the trench and received the sur- 
render of 600 Magvars, twenty-two of 
whom were officers. In the fighting the 
Russians admit the loss of four offi- 
cers and one hundred men, 

The Turks in the vicinity of Diar- 
bekr, Asiatic Turkey, took the offensive 
against the Russians, but were re- 
pulsed. 

In East Africa the British are contin- 
uing their successes against the Ger- 
mans, having taken near Kondoairangi | 
munitions convoys and a large number 
of catile, 


FRENCH GAIN 
NEAR VERDUN. 


Paris, April 30.—Capture of a Ger- 
man trench north of Dead Man's hill, 
with 53 prisoners, the ejection of the 
Germans from trenches they had taken 
south of Lassigny, and the repulse of 
German assaults in the Vosges, are re- 
ported in the official statement issued 
by the war office today. In the .Ar- 
gonne a German aeroplane was-forced 
to earth by French machines and its 
two officers captured. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“In the region south of Lassigny 
the Germans last night after a lively 
cannonade directed a small attack upon 
our positions near Hamel. The enemy 
which had gained a foothold in an 
element of the trenches was immediate- 
ly ejected by our counter attack. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
there was a bombardment in the sector 
of Avocourt and the region of Esnes. 
At the close of the day our troops 
seized a German trench north of Dead 
Man's hill and made 63 prisoners, of 
whom one was an officer. 

“On the left bank and in the Woevre 
there was intermittent artillery ac- 
tivity. 

“In the Vosges the enemy during the 
night attempted three coups de main 
upon our trenches in Ban-de-Sapt, Tete 
de Faux and south of Largizen, which 
we everywhere repuised with losses. 

“Aviation: An aviator was forced 
to earth intact in the Bisemiele valley 
(Argonne) after a fight with our avia- 
tors who pursued the machine. The 
two officers who manned it were taken 
prisoner.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“West of the Meuse our first and 
second lines in the region of Le Mort 
Homme were violently bombarded. 
North of Cumieres our troops took pos- 
session of a German trench in the 
course of the day and made thirty 
prisoners. 

“East of the Meuse and in the Woevre 
the day was comparatively calm. On 
the rest of the front nothing occurred 
except. the usual cannonading. 

“Aviation: One of our aeroplanes at. 
tacked two FokKers above the Ger- 
man lines in the region of Roye. Sub- 
jected to machine gun fire at an alt® 
tude of 1,500 meters, one crashed to 
the ground; the other was forced to 
make a landing. 

‘Two other FokkKers were brought 
down by our battle &aeroplanes, one near 
Les Eparges and the other at Douau- 
mont. 

“Five enemy aeroplanes dropped 
bombs in the region south of Verdun. 
Our pursuit machines, sent after them, 
succeeded in bringing down two. A 
third was brought to earth by the fire 
of our special guns.” 

The Belgian official 
reads: 

“The region around Dixmude was 
heavily bombarded last night on both 
sides of the .Yser. The artillery duel 
was resumed in the morning. Calm 
prevailed on the rest of the front.” 


FRENCH REPULSED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, April 30.—(By Wireless.)— 
French attacKs on the German positions 
on the eastern slope of Dead Man’s hill 
and adjoining lines, in the region of 
Verdun, were repulsed last night after 
tenacious fighting, says the officia) 
statement issued today at the German 
army headquarters. 

On the Russian front, the statement 
adds, four more Russian cannon were 
captured and eighty-three prisoners 
were taken last night by the German 
troops south of Narocz lake.

Petrograd, April 30.—(Via London.)— 
The following official communication 
was issued today:

Our 
detachments then opened a violent ar- 
tillery fire and a counter attack and by 
1 o'clock, despite gusts of enemy fire, 
we recaptured the lost trenches with 
all of their surviving Magyar garrison, 
totaling 22 officers and more than 600 
men, who surrendered their arms. 

“The reconquered trenches were fill- 
ed with dead or wounded Magyars. 
Our losses were four officers and 100 
soldiers. We captured a great num- 
ber of rifles and considerable muni- 
tions and other booty. 

“In the Caucasus region, near Diar- 
bekr, we repulsed an offensive by Turk- 
ish advance guards.” 


GAS ATTACK 


ON BRITISH. 


London, April 30.—The British of- 
ficial statement issued tonight says: 

“Last night the enemy showed some 
activity. fear Fricourt he made an 
unsuccessful raid against our trenches, 
under the explosion of a mine and a 
heavy bombardment. 

“North -ef the Messines-Wulverghem 
road he liberated gas about 1 o’clock 
in the morning on a front of about 
two thousand yards, and followed this 
with an infantry attack, which was 
broken up by our artillery fire. At 
one-point only did a hostile party en- 
ter our trenches. This party was im- 
mediately bombed out. 

“Combined with this attack the en- 
emy, after a heavy bombardment at- 
tempted an attack with bombers near 
Hollandscheschuur. This was equally 
unsuccessful against our machine gun 
fire and bombs. Several dead were 
left lying in front of our wire. 

“In the Loos salient there has been 
active underground mine warfare. To- 
day we carried out an effective bom- 
bardment of hostile works along the 
Ypres-Pilkelm road.” 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
AUSTRIAN ATTACKS. 


Rome, April 30.—(Via London.)—The 
official statement issued from general 
hexudquarters today reads: 

“Between the Giudicaria and Sugana 
valleys there were artillery activity 
and aerial reconnaissances. inemy 
aeroplanes aiming at Verona were re- 
pulsed by our anti-aircraft artillery 
and pursuit aeroplanes. 

“On the night of April 23 in the up- 
per Cordevole the enemy renewed his 
attacks against our positions on Col 
di Lana, but was repulsed after a vio- 
lent hand-to-hand struggle, with heavy 
losses. 

“On the middle Isonzo and on the 
Carso there were artillery duels. In- 
emy aeroplanes shelled villages on the 
lower Isonzo. There were some casual- 
ties, but slight material damage.” 


BRITISH TROOPS

British Headquarters in France, April 
30.—(Via London.)—The physical dif- 
ficulty of any extended movement un- 
til dry weather sets in is exemplified 
by the experience of a battalion which 
took a section of a German trench on 
the Ypres-Langemarck road after two 
days of spring rains. The attacking 
forces sank up to their armpits in the

About 60,000 Men ye

York and Other Industrial 


labor conditions in this city and the 
Metropolitan district shows that Mav 
1 will dawn with between fifty and 
sixty thousand working men and wom- 
en on strike or locked out, with other 
industrial disturbances threatened 
which may threw thousands more out 
of employment. 

Strikes involving scores of thou- 
sands are in effect or threatened in 
other parts of the east, notably, in 
Pittsburg, where 14,000 Westinghouse 
employees are on strike. Settlement 
also is pending of the country-wide 
demands of 400,000 railroad employees. 

Taken altogether, no May day in 
recent years will have witnessed so 
many concrete evidences of industrial 
unrest in spite of the fact that many 
thousands of workers have been grant- 
ed higher wages and shorter hours. 

The right of labor to an increased 
share in the country’s prosperity re- 
sulting from the war, joined with the 
higher cost of living, are declared by 
labor leaders generally to form the 
foundation of labor demands. 

An encouraging development almost 
on the eve of “May day” was the an- 
nouncement that a tentative agreement 
had been reached by the represent- 
atives of the operators and miners 
which probably would avert a strike 
of 175,000 miners in the anthracite 
coal fields. - 

No Water Front Strike. 

Announcement was made tonight, 
also, that because of concessions 
granted by steamship companies and 
master stevedores a general strike of 
workmen on the water front in this 
city was not probable. 

Industrial disturbances here include 
one of the most serbous in the city’s 
history. The Cloak, Suit and Skirt 
Manufacturers’ association, “members 
of which do an aggregate annual busi- 
ness estimated at $376,000,000, antici- 
pating a possible. strike during the- 
height of the summer’s activities in 
garment making, forestalled such 
action last week by declaring a lock- 
out affecting between 30,006 and 35,000 
emplovees, Union leaders expressed 
the belief today that the trouble will 
last until September 1. The lockout 
was followed by a threat on the part 
of some 35,000 employees in ,indepen- 
dent shops to walk out tomorrow or 
Tuesday unless the employers grant 
their demand for a continuance of the 
provision in the 1910 protocol favoring 
union workers over those unorganized.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 30.—Twenty-five 
thousand machinists, blacksmiths, 
bollermakers and others employed in 
the metal working trades in the Pitts- 
burg district were expected by em- 
ployers and labor leaders to strike to- 
morrow in support of their demand for 
the eight-hour day. Moulders have 
been out since December 13 last and 
30,000 or more electrical workers and 
war munition makers in the various 
Westinghouse plants have been idle 
for m@re than a week. Fifteen hun- 
dred car repairmen of the Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie railroad struck Friday 
for shorter hours and a 25 per cent in- 
crease.

Announcement that the eight-hour 
day was to be made an issue. May 1 
was followed by the organization of 
the Employers’ Association of Pittsburs 
which declared in a newspaper adver-

NO LABOR CLOUDS

Berlin, April 30.—(Via London.)—

Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, former secre- 
tary for the colonies, in a lengthy 
leader in The Tageblatt, entitled “Ger- 
many and America.” 

Dr. Dernburg’s editorial is distinct- 
ly friendly, conciliatory and hopeful. 
He concludes:

“The point today is that America is 
convinced of the justice of her de- 
mands. That nation has been sejzed 
with an explosive sentiment only 
paralleled by her feeling prior to the 
Spanish war.” 

_ Warning Against Optimism. 

Aside from the Von Reventlow arttl- 
cle in the Tages Zeitung, the Boersen 
Zeitung is the only other paper to 
discuss the American. situation.

COUNCIL AND THE CREMATORY 

Council is expected to act today in the 
matter of the crematory—for which the city 
has the money in hand to pay, and for which 
the courts have decided the city owes. 

It is to be hoped that final action will 
be taken today—thus putting the city in 
possession of the plant, which otherwise will 
be closed down pending settlement and en- 
tailing additional expense on the city. 

It would be an act of criminal neglect to 
let the garbage of the city accumulate at 
the beginning of summer,. threatening the 
health of the city while a perfectly good 
plant is ready to handle it and to dispose of 
it in an. entirely satisfactory manner. 

The city’s obligation is a sacred matter, 
and the courts, after an exhaustive hearing, 
have rendered a verdict that snould leave 
no doubt as to the duty of council, especially 
when to a clearly proven liability is added 


the necessity of meeting the sanitary re-. 


quirements of the situation. 

Public sentiment will very heartily in- 
dorse a complete and final closing \of the 
whole matter and the sooner council acts to 
that end the better it will be, not only for 
the good name of the city, but for the health 
of the community. 


CONGRESS’ LONG SESSION... 


' It is getting so in these days that there 
is no such thing as a short session of con- 
eress, except where it is brought to expira- 
tion by actual operation of law. Fortunately, 
however, business is accepting the situation, 


and is not worrying much over what con- 


gress May or may not do. 

It used to be the case that business put 
on rubber shoes while legislative agitation 
was going on. Now, however, business has 
gotten used to the long-drawn-out sessions, 
and is apparently unaffected by the fact that 
the recess is the shortest thing about it. 


Commenting upon the length of the session, 


which began last December, The Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican says: 


Time was when it was thought the 
natural thing for congress to complete 
its business and adjourn, in a presidential 
year, before the party convention. The 
record of the party in power was thus 
completed and the campaign could pro- 
ceed in an orderly manner. But, as things 
Stand today, congressmen face the cer- 
tainty of another long summer in Wash- 
ington and thosé who best realize the 
backward state of important legislation 
will count themselves lucky if adjourn- 
ment comes as early as September 1, 


While charging that the lack of forceful 


‘leadership is in part responsible, The Re- 


publican inclines to the view that the chief 
cause lies in the fact that public opinion has 
been slow to crystallize throughout the 
country on questions which have arisen since 
the present congress began its sessions. 
Upon this basis it sees much justification 
for the slow course which has been fol- 
lowed. 

As a matter of fact, 
make it important that congress should re- 
main in session until some determination is 
reached regarding our most serious prob- 
lems relating to Germany and Mexico. 

While President Wilson is undoubtedly 
amply able to deal with the situation in a 
manner most satisfactory to the people, and 
in accord with the best American sentiment, 
-{t is a source of satisfaction to him to have 
a friendly congress ready and back of him 
to handle difficult situations on a moment’s 
notice. It is further of value, in that con- 
gressional expression will be the more 
readily accepted as the attitude of the whole 
people, in connection with any foreign ques- 
tions which may arise demanding prompt 
and emphatic action. 

Again, the fact that congress is in ses- 
Bion on its own account, to remain until 
s0me time in the fall, will mean that the 
president will be relieved of the necessity 
of calling an extra sesion, should circum- 
stances arise to demand it. 

Considered in the light of present cir- 
cumstances, it is perhaps fortunate that the

GOOGD NEWS--IF TRUE! 

The gratifying report comes from Wash- 
ington that no further so-called “anti-rail- 
road” legislation may be expected by this 
congress, and that even the Reyburn 
“Securities” measure will probably be sent 
to the dump again. 

It is to’ be hoped that this is true. 

Business and financial conditions, includ- 
ing the effect of the European wir in con- 
junction with the anti-railroad agitation and 
legislation of several years ago, has had the 
effect practically of stopping railroad de- 
velopment. For years Georgia led all the 
other states in railroad extension and 
development, with the possible exception of 
Texas; and yet for a long time railroad 
development in the state has been at almost 
a standstill. 

Whatever the cause—the stubborn fact 
is there. 

As President Wilson has stated, no one 
would wish to take any backward step in 
the matter of railroad legislation. 

But before taking any more steps of 
any kind, it is time to give the country a 
rest and let it digest the legislation already 
enacted. » 

Congressman Adamson, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the interstate committee of the 
house, is alive to the possibilities and dan- 
gers in the revival of such an agitation at 


| the present time. While favoring the move- 


ment to increase the interstate commerce 
commission to nine members, and provide 
for its division into three sections, each 
dealing with a different problem, he agrees 
that “no additional legislation should be 
superimposed upon the present mass of laws 
until a thorough study. of the whole sub- 
ject is:made in accordance with the presi- 
dent’s recommendation.” And there would 
be little cause for regret even if action on 
this suggestion were postponed until con- 
ditions were normal again. 

Neither the railroads nor the country can 
afford to go through with another period of 
agitation. Much good has been accomplish- 
ed in the past—but the time has now ar- 
rived when the country should be given an 
opportunity to assimilate what has already 
been fed it in the way of legislative food, 
before cramming it with more.

Red Cross work under fire presents one | 


of the most heroic spectacles of the war— 


the eagerness with which women go to the ' 
work, the sacrifices they make in the service | 
of humanity, their bravery at the battle | 


fronts. 


It is well known that many Red Cross |; 
nurses are. women of independent means, | 
who are willing to pay for the privilege of | 
serving at the front, in the hospitals—every- | 


where. 
In an article on the work of the Red 
Cross in France, The Churchman says the 


| 


French Red Cross alone now comprises a | 


volunteer army of women 66,499 in num.- | 


ber, and in Paris the Red Cross flag now 
flies over 288 buildings, and that the mor- 


tality among the nurses has been remarkably | 


heavy: 


Twenty-two members of the French 
society for aid to the wounded soldiers 
have given their lives to the cause, me 
of them killed under shell fire, others 
carried off by contagious diseases. The 
nurses°of this society have received sixty- 
three epidemic medals, sixty war crosses 
and one cross of the Legion of Honor. 
The first Red Cross victim of the war 
was Mademoiselle Susanne Gilles, who 
fell at Luneville with her chest torn by 
the fragments of a shell that burst inside 
the hospital ward where she was attend- 
ing the wounded. The next was Made- 
moiselle Cagnard at Cambrai, who is de- 
clared to have been shot point blank by 
a Prussian soldier firing into the hospital 
through the window. During the hbom- 
bardment of Rheims seven women of the 
Red Cross became victims of the bom- 
bardment, including Madame Fontaine- 
Faudier, Mademoiselle Causse and five 
sisters of charity. 


One beautiful feature of the work to 
which The Churchman calls attention is the 
interest of Red Cross women in men at 
the front “wlio have no one to remember 
them at home,” one woman, Mme. Richelot, 
“being godmother to 900 soldiers, which 
constitutes a record to date.” 

All the battle fronts and hospitals of 
Europe bear witness to the wonderful work 
of the Red Cross, but the heroism displayed 
in the service does not always come to 
light. The unrecorded noble deeds of these 
devoted women would add brighter pages to 
the dark war’s history.

“FOLLY AND SIN OF GAMBLING” 


DISCUSSED BY REV. W. A. LEE 


Rev. William A. Lee preached a sermon at 
the Central Congregational church on Sunday 
morning on “The Folly and the Sin of Gam- 
bling.” Mr. Lee did not discuss the politics of 
gambling as they may bear upon the existence 
of local gambling houses. He spoke wholly 
from the moral _ standpoint, exhibiting the 
ravages which this vice makes upon life. 

In introducing the theme, Mr. Lee re- 
marked that certain conditions of modern 
American life make it incumbent upon the 
pulpit to give heed to the great social prob- 
lems and vices of the day or lose its power. 
These are the practical character of the age 
which tests all things by standards of visi- 
ble usefulness; our rule by public opinion, 
inevitable under popular government; and 
the very large measure of freedom given to- 
day to our youth, a circumstance that calls 
for corresponding care in their moral en- 
lightment. 


In his discussion of gambling, Mr. Lee 
declared that it was the foe of the gambler, 
striking at his inherent instinct and capacity 
for work, desecrating his life by casting out 
all of its finer qualities and setting up in 
their stead elements gross and ruinous. 

He further declared gambling to be the 
foe of youth. If strikes at his home, affect- 
ing it economically and morally.. It further 
strikes at his sport, especially through base- 
ball pools, and clean play is as much the 
right of youth as pure water. 

“Gambling is also the foe of the state,” 
he said. “The testing ground of democracy 
will be its ability to respect and enforce the 
laws which it places upon its own statute 
books. Already there is abundant evidence 
that the country over is lacking in this re- 
spect. To perpetuate gambling to further 
weaken the country in that regard is the 
height of folly.”

“In the shadows of Independence hall, 
where 140 years ago the spirit of democracy 
rose to its sublime heights in the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence, address- 
ing the democratically chosen represent- 
atives of God's chosen people, in this cradle 
of liberty, Judge Hugo Pam, president of 
the conference, properly described all this 
as prophetic of the future of the Jewish 
people. 

“All possible phases of Jewish life assem- 
ble willingly to forget those things on which 
they disagreed, for the purpose of bringing 
into creation a force so vibrant with life and 
hope for our suffering fellow Jews, that all 
Israel will be compelled by the force of public 
opinion to take the right stand by the great 
majority for the congress, democratically 
chosen.

Sale of Intoxicants Now 
Barred in State by Law, 
and Only Small Quantity 
Can Be Secured From Out- 
side Borders. 
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.» WHISKY QUARTERS OPEN. 


The Southern Express company 
will open quarters at 46-8 West 
Hunter street today for the purpose 
of handling whisky and other li- 
quor shipments into Atlanta. 

The company does not expect a 
heavy rush of shipments for sever- 
al days, for the reason that indica- 
tions are that a considerable supply 
of liquor has already been pur- 
chased by individual consumers. 

The ‘express company will handle 
liquor shipments exclusively at the 
Hunter street offices, and all deliv- 
eries will be made there in person 
to the consignee. The company 
will make no wagon deliveries. 

The railroads have issued instruc- 
tions to their employees as to the 
transportation and delivery of 
liquor shipments. These shipments 
will be delivered at the regular 
freight offices of the various rail- 
roads. 


John Barleycorn died a calm and 
serene death in Atlanta last night as 
the clock struck 12, marking the ad- 
vent of May 1 and the enforcement of 
the new Georgia prohibition laws. 

The last day of the sale of liquor in 
Atlanta was not different from any 
other Sunday in Atlanta. The locker 
and other clubs stayed open, as usual, 
and sold alcoholic drinks, although the 
stocks of many were almost exhausted 
by the Saturday night patronage. One 
or two clubs were limited almost ex- 
clusivelyto stocks of small quantities of 
one or two kinds of liquor. Scotch 
whisky was very scarce. 

The beer saloons sold out their stocks 


Baturday night. 

There will be no beer saloons open 
in Atlanta today, and none of the clubs 
will sell whisky of any sort. 

While there was undoubtedly more 
beer, whisky and other intoxicants 
consumed in Atlanta Sunday than is 
ordinarily the case, due to the fact that 
Sunday was the last day of the sale of 
liquor, the entire day was marked by 
no disorder and little drunkenness.

*‘Merrimac’’ Officer Tells 


Of Battle With “Monitor’’ 


Attending the Memorial day parade 
last Wednesday was a Georgia veteran, 
stalwart and etrong yet for all his 
who had more to do with the 
revolutionizing of modern warfare 
than any man in the state of Georgia. 
This man-is Captain E. V..White, for- 
merly of Georgia, now of Norfolk, Va., 
who has the distinction of being one of 
the two surviving officers of the fa- 
mous  iron-clad “Merrimac,” whose 
historic encounter with the “Monitor,” 
in Hampton Roads, March 8&8, 1862, 
marked the passage of the old-fashion- 
ed wooden man-of-war and the advent 
of the great steel sea-fighters of to- 
day. The other living officer of that 
famous ship is Captain H. H. Marma- 
duke, of Washington, D. C. 

Captain White is a close friend of 
Governor Harris, and called upon him 
while here. He visited Frank J. Mas- 
senburg, of 517 North Boulevard, dur- 
ing opera week. He left Atlanta Sat- 
urday for Macon, where he will spend 


A Native of Macon. 


Captain White is a native of Macon, 
Ga. At the outbreak of the civil war, 
however, he was living in Columbus, 
and there joined the City Light guard, 
of Columbus. His command was sta- 
tioned at Portsmouth at the time of the 
construction of the “Merrimac” upon 
the burned hulk of the old ship, and 
he conceived the idea of being among 
the number who would test the quali- 
ties of this new engine of destruction 
and made application for a position. 
He was appointed January 16, 1862, and 
two days later reported for duty. His 


speaking tube. 

Captain White talks interestingly of 
the havoc wrought by the “Merrimac” 
among the wooden vessels of the union 
in Hampton Roads, March 8, 1862, and 
also of the fight between the “Monitor” 
and the “Merrimac” on the day fol- 
lowing. 

Concerning this first encounter be- 
tween iron-clad ships, Captain White 

ys: 

“On the morning of Sunday, March 8, 
1862, the ‘Merrimac’ started out to 
complete the work of the destruction 
of the then almost abandoned ‘Min- 
nesota,’ even while our own ship was 
taking water freely, her iron prow 
having been left in the ‘Cumberland’ 
when we rammed her on the day be- 
fore. Shortly after we got under way, 
however, we went aground on what is 
known as the ‘middle ground’ of 
Hampton Roads, and there’ we stuck 
for a considerable time. 

“But before we had ounded, the 
‘Monitor’ was discovered coming out 
from where the ‘Minnesota’ lay 
aground, appearing to us, as she had 
been called, ‘a cheese-box’ or a tin can 
on a shingle.’ It was not long before 
she was recognized as the Ericsson 
‘Monitor,’ and we opened fire upon her 
with our bow rifle, but with no effect. 
Strafght on she came toward us, and 
when in good position let loose her 
heavy guns, giving us a good shak- 
ings, up. 

Greek Meets Greek. 


“Thus she continued circling around 
us, and every now and then throwing

the heavy missiles against our sides. 
We, in response, as she passed around, 
brought every gun aboard our ship 
to bear upon her. It was now ‘Greek 
meeting Greek,’ fron against iron. 
Hundred-pound shot rattled against 
the mailed and impenetrable sides of 
the combatants in this tremendous 
duel, and glanced off like hail. Never 
before had ships met carrying such 
heavy guns. 
firing was executed with great rapidity 
and with equal skill, with but little 
effect on either. 

“However, our weak points seemed 
to be known to the commander of the 
‘Monitor,’ and so well did he attack 
these that soon, on the starboard mid- 
ship, over the outbound delivery, he so 
bent our plating that the massive oak 
timbers were cracked, and from this 
and the continued ricochet shots of the 
‘Minnesota,’ considerable coneern was 
beginning to be felt by our commander 
and all on board. Soon, however, we 
were relieved by the moving of our 
ship from the position which, for such 
a trying period, we had occupied. 

“Then, with a settled determination 
on the part of our commander to run 
the ‘Monitor’ down as a last resort, see- 
ing that our shots were ineffective, I 
was directed to convey to the engine 
room orders for every man to be at his 
post. We caught and did run into the 
‘Monitor,’ and came near running her 
under the water and drove against her 
with a determination of sending her to 
the bottom, and so nearly did we come 
to accomplishing our object with the 
ramming and shots from our rifles 
that blinded her commander, that she 
withdrew to shoal water near the ‘Min- 
nesota,’ where, by reason of our heavy 
draft, we could not follow.”

GEORGE M’QUILLAN 
IS. CHAMP STAGING 
COME-BACK STUNT 


When it comes to pulling off come- 

acks, you gotta hand it to ol’ George 
McQuillan, better known in the circles 
he adorns as “Big Mac.” When the 
s{x-footer twirler joined the Phillies 
last year, and amassed a round dozen 
of the victories which gave his club 
the National league gonfalon, it mark- 
ed his third appearance in the wpni- 
form of the Quaker hirelings. In the 
business of “beating back,” Al Jen- 
nings, Oklahoma’s ex-outlaw statesman, 
has nothing on “Big Mac.” , 

George was born in Brooklyn thirty- 
one years ago today, on May day, 1885. 
He was a hero among his companions 
of the Brooklyn kid nines, and at the 
age of nineteen he was offered a job 
with Paterson, then in the Hudson 
River league. The Silk City soon set 
the seal of its approval on George, 
and in 1905 Big Mac was offered a job 
with the Jersey City Skeeters. He 
wasn’t quite ripe for the Eastern 
league, and in June was sent to New 
Bedford, where ‘Rabbit’ Maranville 
afterward got his start. In the New 
England city George won _ fourteen 
Sames against seven lost, and in 1906 
he was recalled to Jersey City. His 
work with the Skeeters won for him 
his first chance with the PhilNes in 
1907. On his first trip up to the big 
show, George was, ysed in only four 
games, and was then sent to Pravi- 
dence. He led all the pitchers of that 
fast league, winning nineteen games 
and losing only seven, and in Sep- 
tember he was recalled to the Phil- 
lies. In the meafitime, George had 
also played winter baseball:'in Cuba, 
under the name of Mack.

Red Dooin, 
who had succeeded Billy Murray as 
pilot of the Phillies, decided to get rid 
of him, and he figured in the deal by 
which he, Moran, Grant and Humphrey 
{were swapped for Lobert, Paskert, 
Burns and Becker. The change to Cin- 
cinnati seemed to aggravate his con- 
dition, and he won only two games 
for the Reds in 1911. He was sold in 
mid-season to Columbus. He showed 
a fairly well in the American asso- 
ciation in 1912, and in 1913 he began 
the season like a phenom. He had 
won twelve games for Columbus and 
lost only four by August, when he was 
traded to the Pirates. Last year the 
Phillies got him at the waiver price, 
for the third time in his career 
Big Mac donned the garb of the Phil- 
lies. McQuillan has few equals in the 
big leagues in the matter of control.

COUNTRY-WIDE SYSTEM 
FOR CHECK COLLECTION 


Federal Reserve Board to Ex- 
tend Plan to All Banks in 
United States. 


Waghington, April 30.—The federal 
reserve board expects to have its 
countrywide check collection and clear- 
ing system, announced yesterday, e¢x- 
tended ultimately to all the banks in 
the United States. In a letter to mem- 
ber banks announcing that the new 
plan would be effective June 15 and 
outlining its details, the board says: 

“It is the purpose of the federal re- 
serve board to have the collection sys-' 
tem developed so as to embrace the col- 
lection of checks on non-member 
banks and private banks, and while 
this cannot be done immediately, steps 
will be taken to afford these facilities 
as rapidly as pessible. 

“Kach federal reserve bank will re- 
ceive at par checks drawn upon all 
non-member banks whose checks can 
be collected at par by the reserve 
bank. The Federal Reserve banks will 
prepare a par list of all non-member 
banks, to be revised from time to time 
which will be furnished to member 
banks.” 


Member banks are warned not to 
impair their reserves by drawing | 
against items in process of collection 
under the new system, as such drafts | 
will be charged against reserves. 

“Inasmuch as it is essential that the; 
law in respect to the maintenance of’ 
required reserves be strictly complied. 
with,” says the letter, ‘the board will, 
fix a penalty to be imposed upon mem-, 
ber banks for encroaching upon their, 
reserves. Member banks can at al! 
times keep their reserves intact by re- 
discounting with their federal reserve 
bank,” 

An accurate method of determining 
the true status of the reserve held by 
the Federal Reserve banks for each
